This is a decision on the correspondence entitled "Letter requesting Withdrawal of Improper 
Notice of Abandonment Under MPEP 71 1.03 and 37 CFR 1.137," filed October 22, 2007, 
requesting reconsideration and withdrawal of the Notice of Abandonment. The petition is 
properly treated under 37 CFR 1.181. 

This Petition is hereby granted . 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to timely and properly reply to 
the non-final Office action, mailed January 25, 2007. The Office action set a three (3) month 
period for reply. Extensions of time were available under 37 CFR 1.136(a). No response having 
been received, the application became abandoned April 26, 2007. A Notice of Abandonment 
was mailed August 23, 2007. 

Applicant's Assertion 

Applicant files the instant petition and asserts that a timely reply to the Office action was filed on 
July 25, 2007, including a request for a three (3) month extension of time and fee. In support of 
this assertion, Applicant files a copy of the response, and a copy of his return-receipt postcard. 

Analysis and conclusion 

A review of the response reveals that the response contained a Certificate of Mailing under 37 
CFR 1 .8, certifying that the response was mailed to this Office on July 25, 2007. The Certificate 
of Mailing was executed by Petitioner herein. A review of the return-receipt postcard reveals 
that this Office acknowledged receipt of the response on August 14, 2007. A review of office 
finance records reveal that this Office charged the fee for a three (3) month extension of time to 
Petitioner's deposit account on August 14, 2007. 
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In view of the foregoing, the petition is granted. The holding of abandonment is hereby 
withdrawn.
